president g enerally co nceded that

6 1-y ear-o ld 
chief

“Yo u u nderstand,

lau g hed D. C. m y thical District 
o f Co lu mbia spo kesman who rep­ 
resents au thentic bu t u nqu o table 
so u rces, “that I’m

whether the president sho u ld o r 
sho u ldn’t ru n ag ain o r whether he 
will o r wo n’t win a fo u rth-term 
no minatio n—I kno w when to keep 
my big mo u th shu t.” 
“Ho wev er,” he added, “a lo t o f 
peo ple hav e asked whether Ro o se­ 
v elt’s health wo u ld perm it him to 
make ano ther presidential 
race, 
and rig ht no w it lo o ks 
like 
it 


wo u ld.” 
Speaker stressed that the presi­ 
dent has su ffered no serio u s ill­ 
nesses in the past y ear o r so — 
has been ill less than du ring pre­ 
v io u s times, as a m atter o f fact. 
“It's tru e that the strain o f w ar 
is telling o n him," D. C. said, “and 
that he isn’t g etting eno u g h ex er­ 
cise. He’s less inclined to 
walk 
ev en the sho rter distances than he 
u sed to be. And he hasn't been able 
to m ake his semi-annu al trips to 
W arm Spring s, Ga., fo r rest and 
treatm ents.” 
Bu t the president still is cap­

In thinking of the "expanded social security * 
program which the adm inistration is sure to bring 
up to serve as ba it for votes in the next election, 


ancient actual ca nnibalistic society with a society

The future of the social security society de­ 
scribed here— which is what many of the propo­ 
nents have in mind— is dark indeed, but it would 
be possible to make it successful. 
It coulld be established by a sort of dicta tor­ 
ship which would control prices rigidly and increase 
prpoduction. because all wealth, as represented by 
dollars, is based on production of wealth or the 
giving of services. 
Such a dictatorship could con­ 
trol 
prices 
and 
econom ic 
practices 
and 
compel 
workers to produce more goods. 
The additional 
goods would be th a t "som ething new-’ which would 
make the social security society different from the 
ca t-ra t enterprise. 
If the people want continued governm ent con­ 
trol of labor, wages, business practices, along with 
increased government debt and higher and higher 
taxes, collectivized social security is a way to get 
tha t sort of dictatorship.

it is interesting to note some of the argum ents in 
favor of it. 
A woman interview ed by a national magazine 
said: "T h is is the sort of postw ar planning tha t 
m ake* the war doubly worth fighting fo r.” 
The truth is th a t the postw ar settlem ent will 
have no bearing on our domestic social security 
program, unless, of course, we lose. 
B u t the coun­ 
try could have proposed such a project without re­ 
gard to war. 
If there had been no war we would 
have 
faced 
the 
program 
anyway. The w ar has 
only an incidental bearing on it. 
Seriously, it still is possible for a man to a r­ 
range his own social security. 
He does it by earn­ 
ing more money than he needs for im m ediate ex­ 
penses, and laying p a rt of it aside for em ergencies 
such as accident, illness and advanced age. 
Som e 
buy insurance; others build bank accounts; some 
invest in property such as real esta te, stocks or 
bonds, all of W’hich m eans creation of an esta te 
which can be drawn upon for support in the future. 
B ut note, please th a t this money is earned 
and not 
used by its owner until needed. 


W ha t the A m erican people are trending toward 
unconsciously is som ething entirely different. They 
propose to have their ca ke and ea t it too. 
The sys­ 
tem envisioned by some of the social security en­ 
thusia sts m ay be likened to the old-tim e ca t-a nd- 
ra t project. 
Under the ca t-ra t fa rm ing idea, a 
prom oter w'ould im agine th a t he needed only a tra c t 
of well-fenced land in which he would put both 
ca ts and ra ts. 
The ca ts would ea t the ra ts and 
grow sleek and la rg e; 
then the ca ts would 
be 
slaughtered and divested of their skins, which would 
besold as furs for women’s coats. 
C a rcasses of the 
ca ts would be fed to the surviving ra ts, which 
would provide food, in turn, for the surviving ca ts. 
I t was figured th a t within a short tim e every 
woman in the land could be w earing an Egyptian 
m ink coa t— but the dream cam e to naught because 
a ca t-ra t society, with nothing new being added, 
has the seeds of its own dissolution. 
Now too m any of the social security enthusi­ 
a sts im agine th a t they them selves a re going to 
contribute little or nothing to the funds laid by to 
m ake everybody fa t from playground to cem etery. 
The w orker him self will contribute perhaps 6 per 
cent of his w ages; the employer 6 per cent, and the 
balance will be provided by tha t m ysterious gang 
known as the rich. 
To return to th a t 6 per cent 
contributed by the worker, he figures he can alw ays 
get a 6 per cent pay increase to cover that. 
And there is the error. 
The employer will have 
to increase the price of what he sells, which exa ctly 
nullifies the amount he contributes. 
I f the rich 
are to contribute continuously, they will have to 
have increased incomes or they w'ould w ither aw’ay, 
but the increased incomes would nullify their con­ 
tributions. 
The dollars paid for social security ben­ 
efits would be w'orth less and less. 
N othing new 
can be had w ithout adding som ething new. 
M an­ 
kind is presum ably too intelligent to replace the

N early every day, also, the D ispatch receives 
reports of strikes engineered by men engaged m 
producing munitions or weapons for the fighting 
forces.

L ists of strikes and lists of ca sua lties do not 
jibe. 
As fa r as cooperation is concerned, our labor 
leaders and our fighting men are not in full a c­ 
cord, but they ought to be. 
How can we win a w ar quickly and with the 
fewest possible deaths unless labor turns out such 
quantities of m ilitary supplies tha t the fighting 
forces need never doubt their ability to accom plish 
their m ission? 
The kind of war A m erica fights 
depends not only upon superior fighters, but su­ 
perior laborers, too. 
To our mind, the m ost im portant issue in the 
controversy over the " E ” award to Deere & Co., 
is being overlooked. 
The grea test issue is tha t fu­ 
ture ‘‘V ’, award, which means victory. 
The Dis­ 
patch is for the fighting forces firs t— the men on 
the firing line a t $50 a month, tw enty-four hours 
a day and seven days a week if conditions so re­ 
quire. 
Government m achinery for adjusting 
the 
Union Malleable plant difficulty has been set up 
at grea t pains by the adm inistration, and it should 
be in use now.

But none 
of the opponents of the measure 
would be persuaded to dwell on 
the fa cts of actual union practice 
in the m a tter of "volunta ry” con­ 
tributions by the m embership to 
causes favored by union officers. 


A particularly interesting exam ­ 
ple of such practice is afforded 
by the International Ladies G ar­ 
ment W orkers’ Union whose pres­ 
ident, David Dubinsky, a staunch

MILDEW 
The exceptional am ount of rain­ 
fall that we have had this season 
makes 
it 
necessary 
to 
guard 
against mildew. 
Mildew not only 
causes 
unsightly 
stains 
and 
a 
m usty odor, hut will weaken fab­ 
rics such as cotton, 
linen, 
rayon 
and wool and often brings decay 
in wood. Fabrics which have mil­ 
dew spots should be treated while 
the spots are fresh and before the 
fungus growth has had an oppor­ 
tunity to attack the fibres. 
Fresh mildew- stains will usually 
respond to sudsing 
with soap and 
w ater followed by sunning. If the 
spots still remain, 
they 
m ay be 
moistened with 
salt 
and 
lemon 
juice and then the garm ent placed 
in the sun. 
T i mi 1 dew has 
been allowed to 
remain on a garm ent too long, it 
is often impossible to remove 
it 
without dam age to the fabric. 
A 
bleach should 
never be 
used on 
colored fabrics, but uncolored lin­ 
ens, cottons, 
or rayons will 
re­ 
spond to a bleach such as Javellc 
water, 
sodium 
perborate, 
or 
a 
weak solution of oxalic acid. 
The 
safest 
bieach is 
sodium 
perborate. 
The 
entire 
garm ent 
may be soaked for half an hour in 
perborate 
and 
soapsuds mixture 
using to each pint of soapy water, 
four 
tablespoons 
of 
perborate. 
A fter 
the 
garm ent 
has 
been 
soaked sufficiently long a time, it 
should be thoroughly rinsed. 
Javelle w ater should he applied 
to the mildewed spot with a medi­ 
cine dropped. This bleach is strong 
and should not he allowed to re­ 
main on the spots over a minute, 
as it will harm the 
fibers of the 
material if allowed to stand long­ 
er. 
A fter the Javelle 
w ater has 
been applied, the fabric should be 
dipped immediately in a solution 
of one tablespoon of sodium thio- 
sulfate and one to two tablespoons 
of vinegar per 
gallon of 
water. 
This should be followed by rins­ 
ing the 
m aterial 
thoroughly 
in 
clear lukewarm water. Javelle wa­ 
ter should never be used on wool 
or silk. 
The oxalic acid bleach consists 
of three tablespoons of the crys­ 
tals to each gallon 
of lukewarm 
water. The acid should be allowed 
to remain on the spots for a few 
minutes and then it should be rins­ 
ed. To neutralize the action of the 
acid, a week solution of ammonia 
water, borax, or sodium perbor­ 
ate may be applied and then 
the 
garm ent rinsed. 
Mildewed woodw-ork 
should 
be 
thoroughly dried 
leaving 
doors 
and windows open to dry out the 
whole house. 
Floors and wood­ 
work should be 
wiped 
with 
a 
cloth dipped in w ater and a small 
am ount of kerosene or a 5 to 10 
per cent solution 
of borax 
and 
water. 
Painting 
the 
dam aged 
wood with creosote should follow, 
if decay has started. 
Preventing mildew is w orth ex­ 
tra effort and this will be accom­ 
plished by keeping fabrics dry and 
well-aired.
